the representation of the life of a past 
geological period, and for the abun- 
dance of individuals of each species 
represented.

these fossil beds. The work has just 
begun, under the direction of Dr. John 
Campbell Aferriam, professor of pal- 
aeontology and historical geology in 
the I'niversity of California. Its re- 
sults will be of great value in the 
study of how evolution has proceeded 
and animal species have developed on 
the earth.

Until the adoption of a better means 


to attain this end the writer offers the 
following suggestions: 


As soon as the soil is softened suffi- 


When it is remembered that half of 


the 40 inches (average) annual rain- 
fall of the humid regions is lost in the 
surface and subsurface drainage, it 
would seem that 24 inches plus the 
winter rains are ample here for any 
crop, with proper attention to conser- 
vation, after allowing for excessive 
evaporation under arid conditions. 


If the soil moisture is maintained to 


eight feet depth there can be no irri- 
gation hard-pan, for capillary efficien- 
cy is higher in moist than in dry soil, 
and there will be no deposition of 
either lime or iron oxide to cement the 
soil grains at 
the 
usual 
hard-pan 


depths. 


An implement for deep tillage that 


appeals to the writer is one made and 
used by Air. Kenneth McRae of Rialto, 
consisting of a cylinder of cement 
with protruding steel spikes of desired 
length. This is rolled over the ground 
in the fall, and opens up the soil to 
suitable depths without, it is claimed, 
serious damage to the root system. 


Recognizing that no single opinion 


can be final, the writer would like to 
see a discussion of this important sub- 
ject by the ranchers themselves.

ingly free from hard-pan, but. because 
the paper is widely read and quoted,

THE ADOPTION DANCE. 


. Into a Shawneo Tribe. 


The adoption dance is one of the 


ceremonial dances of the Shawni'us. 
This is quite different from any one 
of the 
festive dances. 
They come 


many miles 'round and camp. Their 
fnces are painted nnd their persons 
decorated with bonds. 


They dance all day and night with- 


out eating. 
A bonfire is built in the 


center of the camp, and they dance 
nround this. 
The fir? is kept burning 


about the same all the time. 
This 


nerves also as their light. 


The adoption dance Is rather quint. 


more so thnu the other dances. 
The 


women do most of the singing, says 
i writer In the lied Man, and sing 
very low. They dance around the cir- 
rle In twos. The men dance together 
In front and the women together In 
the rear. 


The two leaders In front are usually 


the ones who are adopting the child. 
They carry tin palls. 
In these are 


rubber balls, which bounce and keep 
time with the drummer. 
This Is all 


the music they have to dnnce by. If 
a large crowd is assembled they may 
have two or three drums. 


At these dances good order Is kept. 


No drunkenness Is allowed. The dance 
is in a prove, and If any one does not 
behave decently they tie him to a tree 
for the rest of the dance. 
After the 


dance they have a great feasr. which 
lasts all day. and visitors and all oth- 
ers who attend the dance are Invited 
to partake of the feast. ~

Tlie carriage In which Napoleon I., 


made bis famous retreat from Moscow 
and In which he as emperor general set 
out from Paris In the campaign which 
closed at Waterloo Is preserved In Lon- 
don by the trustees of the Wellington 
estate, the relic having formerly been 
the property of the "Iron Duke."
